PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  President  directed  the  Secretary.  Edwin  F.  Smith,  to  read  the 
proclamation  hy  the  Giovernor  convening  the  Legislature  in  extraordi- 
nary session. 

Whereupon  the  Secretary  read  the  following  proclamation: 

PROCLAM.\TION    HY   THE  GOVERNOR   CONVENING   THE   LEGISLATURE   IN    EXTR.\ORniN ARY 

SESSION. 

Executive  Dei'.vrtment,  State  of  Cai  ikohma. 

Whereas.  An  extraordinary  occasion  has  ariss'n  and  now  exists,  requirinsr  that 
the  Leirislaturo  of  the  State  of  California  he  convened. 

Xow.  Ihrrrforc.  I  IIlHAM  \V.  .loHXSON.  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  hy 
virtue  of  the  iiower  and  authority  in  me  vested  by  section  0  of  article  V  of  the 
Constitution,  do  hereby  convene  the  liCuislature  of  the  State  of  California  to  meet 
and  assemble  in  extraordinary  session,  at  Sacramento.  California,  on  Wednesday, 
the  fifth  day  of  .Tanuary.  one  thousand  nin.>  hundred  and  sixteen,  at  two  o'clock 
l).m.  of  that  day  for  the  following  purposes  and  to  legislate  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects, to  wit : 

1.  To  amend  the  Direct  Primary  Law  relating  to  nominations  of  candidates  for 
public  office,  apiuoved  .Tune  ICt.  1013.  so  that  the  same  shall  provide  for  tho  nomina- 
tion by  electors,  political  parties  and  organizations  of  el(>ctors  of  candidates  for  public 
office  in  sucli  manner  as  to  conform  to  other  existing  election  laws,  and  therebv  enable 
electors  registered  pursuant  to  such  existing  laws  to  parliciijate  in  nominating  such 
candidates  thereunder. 
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2.  To  anu'iid  scclidiis  3.  0,  and  !)  of  the  Prpsiclpntial  Primary  Aft.  approved 
April  2S.  1!)1.">,  so  that  electors  rciristerod  pursuant  to  exisliiiR  laws  lua.v  participate 
in  nominatinir  candidates  for  dclesates  thereunder :  and  to  add  a  new  section  to 
such  act  callinK  and  prnvidinK  for  a  presidential  primary  election  to  be  held  on 
the  second  day  of  May,  lOK!. 

3.  To  authorize  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  State  Normal  School 
to  s.'Iect  a  new  site  for  said  school  upon  the  lands  heretofore  and  now  occupied  or 
owned  by  the  I'anama-I'acific  International  E.xposition.  or  any  corporation  rejiresent- 
ing  or  acting  for  or  in  conjunction  with  said  Exposition,  and.  in  event  of  such  selec- 
tion of  said  m  w  site,  provide  for  and  authorize  the  sale  or  exchange  of  the  present 
site  of  .«aid  normal  school  and  the  disposition  of  improvements  thereon. 

To  jirovide  for  and  autliorize  said  Hoard  of  Trustees  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift, 
condemnation,  or  otlierwise  all  necessary  lands,  buildings,  improvemenis,  and  equip- 
menl  for  sucli  school,  and.  for  this  purpose,  to  authorize  the  condemnation  of 
publicly  or  i)rivMtely  owned  lands  and  imi)rovements ;  to  jjrovide  for  and  authorize  the 
city  and  counly  of  San  Fram  isco  to  abandon  and  close  streets,  or  portions  of  streets, 
within  and  about  the  site  so  selected  and  to  transfer  title  thereto  for  the  use  of 
said  Stale  Normal  School:  and  to  provide  for  and  authorize  the  use,  in  connection 
with  such  site,  of  Slate  lands  adjacent  thereto. 

To  iirtjvide  for  the  disposition  of  any  i)r(X'eeds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  accruing  to  the  Stale  from  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
Company  through  the  operation  of  said  Exposition,  or  otherwise,  or  of  any  money  or 
projierty  that  may  be  due  to  or  be  given  to  the  Slate  by  said  Ex])ositiou  Company  or 
its  directors,  to  make  ai)i)ropriations  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  Hoard  of  Trustees 
of  the  Slate  Normal  Scliool.  or  any  otticial  or  officials  of  the  State,  lo  accei)t  propert.v 
for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Slate  in  full  or  partial  settlement  of  the  claims  of  the  State 
to  its  jiroporlion  of  such  i)roceeds.  or  money  or  property. 

4.  To  consid(>r  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Stale  of  California  entitled  "M\  act  giving  and  granting  to  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioiieis  of  llw  city  of  San  Diego  the  right  to  use  and  the  right  to  authorize  the 
use  of  Balboa  Park  in  said  cit.v  for  exposition  purposes."  approved  March  24.  1011. 
extending  its  jirovisions  so  as  to  authorize  and  jirovide  for  the  use  of  said  Balboa 
Park  for  exposition  purposes  during  the  years  l!illi  and  111! 7:  and  to  do  what  may 
be  deemed  appropriate  or  necessary  in  relation  to  the  Panama-California  International 
Exposition  of  San  Diego.

4.  The  rooms,  passages,  and  buildings  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall 
lie  I  nder  the  control  and  direction  of  the  I'residcnt  of  the  Senate,  and  he  shall  have 
;lie  n.ntrol  and  direction  of  the  journals,  papers,  and  hills  of  the  Senate.  lie  shall 
see  tliat  ail  officers  of  the  Senate  perform  their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign 
places  to  properly  accredited  newspiaper  representatives. 

President  Mai/  Order  Lobhies  Cleared. 

'i.  In  ease  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobbies,  the  President 
(or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole)  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same 
cleared. 

I'residcnt  Mai/  Call  Senator  to  Chair. 

(!.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  chair,  who  shall  be  vested,  during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  Presi- 
dent :  hut  such  substitute  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  ou  any  question  while  so 
presiding. 

.\ lipoiiittnent  to  Coiinnitfees. 

7.  All  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  shall  be  named  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate  unless  otherwise  ord(-red,  and  the  first  named  shall  be  the  chairman  thereof. 
.\ll  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  Senate  shall 
determine. 

Standin;/  Committees. 

8.  The  standing  committees  of  the  forty-first  regular  .session  shall  be  the  standing 
committees  of  this  extra  session. 
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Prrsidciit  pro  tciii. — Hii  Pollers  and  Prii  iUfjci). 

0.  The  I're.sident  pro  tern,  shall,  in  the  absonce  of  the  I'resident.  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  hour  of  the  meetings  of  the  Senate,  and  have  the 
same  power  j's  the  President ;  but  the  President  pro  tern,  shall  vote  only  as  any  other 
member  of  the  Senate. 

Duties  of  Secretary. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  to  attend  every  session, 
call  the  roll,  read  all  bills,  amendments,  resolutions,  and  all  papers  ordered  read  by 
the  Senate  or  the  iircsiding  officer. 

2.  To  superintend  all  copying  and  work  to  be  done  for  the  Senate.  To  have 
supervi-sion  over  all  the  attaches  and  emplo.vees  of  the  Senate.  To  assign,  reassign 
or  transfer  all  attaches  or  employee.s  to  their  respective  dutie-s.  To  certify  and 
transmit  to  the  .Assembly  all  bills,  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions,  constitutional 
amendment.s  and  papers  requiring  the  concurrence  of  the  Assembly,  immediately 
after  their  passage  or  adoption  by  the  Senate. 

S.    To  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate. 

4.  To  notify  the  Assembly  of  the  action  by  the  Senate  on  all  matters  originating 
in  the  .Vssrmbly.  and  requiring  action  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

.").  To  permit  no  papers  or  records  belonging  to  the  Senate  to  be  taken  out  of  its 
custody  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  cour.se  of  business. 

Records  or  Papers  Not  to  Be  Taken  From  Desk. 

11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  not  permit  any  records  or  papers  to  be 
taken  from  the  desk,  or  out  of  his  custody,  b.v  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a 
committee  :  but  he  shall  deliver  any  bill  or  paper  to  be  printed  to  the  Superintendent 
of  State  Printing,  and  all  bills  ordered  engrossed  or  enrolled  to  the  Committee  on 
Engrossment  and  Enrollment,  and  take  receipts  therefor. 

Serf/caiit-at-A  rnis. 

12.  A  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  the  Senate  during  all  of  its  sittings, 
to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time,  together  with  all  such 
process  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  President. 
The  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  authorized  to  arrest  for  contempt  all  persons  outside  the 
bar.  or  in  the  gallcr.v.  found  in  loud  conversation,  or  otherwise  making  a  noise  to  the 
disturbance  of  the  Senate.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  for  every 
arrest,  for  each  day's  custod.v  and  releasement.  and  the  traveling  expenses  for  him- 
self and  special  messenger  going  and  returning  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent 
fund,  and  no  other  fees  shall  be  paid  him  beyond  his  per  diem.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  keep  the  accounts  for  pa.v  and  mileage  of  Senators. 

Printed  Bills,  Etc.,  Must  Be  Placed  on  Desks. 

13.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  place  copies  of  all  bills,  joint  and  concurrent 
resolutions,  constitutional  amendments,  and  journals  and  histories,  when  printed,  on 
the  desks  of  Senators,  at  least  one  hour  previous  to  the  opening  of  session. 

Gatekeeper. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gatekeeper  to  prevent  all  persons,  except  Senators. 
ex-Senators,  membere  of  the  Assembl.v.  State  officers  of  the  two  houses,  and  such 
accredited  newspaper  representatives  as  have  seats  asigned  to  them  by  the  President, 
from  coming  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  upon  written  invitation  of  the 
President  or  a  Senator:  provided,  that  no  visitor  shall  be  allowed  upon  the  floor 
while  the  Senate  is  in  session. 

Ijohbiiiiiy. 

1.5.  Xo  per.son  engaged  in  presenting  to  the  Senate  or  any  of  its  committees  any 
business,  claim,  or  legislation,  shall  he  permitted  to  engage  in  such  business  in  the 
Senate  Chamber  or  be  permitted  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  at  any  time  the  Senate  is 
in  session.  An.v  person  transgressing  this  rule  shall  be  removed  from  the  floor  of  the 
Senate  and  shall  be  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  the  floor  during  the  remainder  of 
the  entire  session.  The  President  and  President  pro  tem.  are  charged  with  the 
enforcement  of  this  rule,  and  this  rule  can  not  be  suspended  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  entire  Senate. 

Attendance,  Duties  and  Obligations  of  Senators. 

16.  Xo  Senator  .shall  absent  him.self  from  attendance  upon  the  Senate  without 
leave  first  obtained.  A  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person,  for  any  and  all  absent 
Senators  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  Senators,  respectively,  unless  such  excuse  for 
non-attendance  as  shall  be  made  to  the  Senate,  when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  be 
judged  sufficient,  and  in  that  case  the  expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent 
Fund  of  the  Senate :  and  this  rule  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  first  convention  of  the 
Senate,  at  the  legal  time  of  meeting,  as  to  each  day  of  the  session  after  the  hour  has 
arrived  to  which  the  Senate  stood  adjourned.     The  President  or  Acting  President  of 
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the  Hi-natr  or  loss  tlian  ;i  (|Uoiniin  iirospiit,  shall  havp  the  jwwer  to  issue  process 
directed  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  to  any  other  person,  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  Senators  absent  without  leave.  Any  Senator  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  such 
process  unless  sick  or  unable  to  attend,  shall  be  deemed  Rudty  of  contempt  o£  the 
Senate'  and  the  Serseant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person,  to  whom  such  jjrocess  may 
be  direcled.  shall  have  power  to  use  such  force  as  nuiy  he  necessary  to  compel  tlie 
attendance  of  such  absent  Senator,  and  for  this  purpose  he  may  command  the  force 
of  the  county,  or  of  any  county  in  the  State. 

Decorum  and  Dehate. 

17.  1.  When  a  Senator  desires  to  address  the  Senate  he  shall  rise  in  his  place, 
address  tiie  I'resident.  and  when  recosjni/.cd  he  shall  i)roceed  to  speak. 

2  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  llian  twice  in  any  one  debate  on  the  same  (ay, 
and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  without  leave:  and  Senators  who  have  once  spoken 
shall  not  again  l)e  entitled  to  the  Hoor  (except  for  explanation)  so  long  as  any 
Senator  who  has  not  s|)oUen  desires  to  siM^ak.  ,      ,       ,  a 

3.  No  Senator  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  and  no  (piestion  shall  be  asked 
him  e.vcept  those  through  the  jiresiding  othcer.  . 

4.  The  author  of  a  hill,  motion,  or  resolution  shall  have  the  privilege  of  closing 
the  debate. 

Srnalor  J-!iititIrrl  In  Flunr. 

IS     When  two  or  more  Senators  arise  at  the  same  time  to  address  the  Senate, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  designate  the  Senator  who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 
Senator,  When  Called  to  Order,  Mii.tt  Sit  Doirn. 

V.)  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until  the  I'resident 
shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not  :  and  every  riuestum  of  order 
shall  he  de.  ided  bv  the  I'resident.  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator. 
If  a  Senator  he  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  objectionable  language  shall 
iniuK-dialely  he  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

Votintj. 

20  When  a  Senator  declines  to  vote  on  a  call  of  his  name  he  shall  be  required 
to  assign  his  reasons  therefor,  and  having  assigned  them,  the  i)rcsiding  otticer  .shall 
submit  the  (piestion  to  the  Senate:  "Shall  the  Senator,  for  the  reasons  assigne<  by 
him,  be  excused  fnnn  votiuirV  which  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  And  these 
l)roceedings  shall  be  had  after  the  uoll  call  and  hefor.'  the  result  is  announ<-ed.  and 
any  further  iiroceedings  in  rerereiice  thereto  shall  be  after  such  announcement. 

I'rintiiii/. 

"1  Kifleen  hundred  copies  of  all  hills  shall  be  printed  :  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
shall  he  re(iuired  to  certify  to  the  reception  by  the  Senate  of  all  printed  matter,  and 
the  nuniititv.  One  copy  of  each  bill  or  paper  printed  by  order  of  the  Senate  shal  he 
delivered  to  each  Senator  at  his  desk,  and  the  balance  shall  be  distributed  according 
to  law. 

Niimher  of  Copies  to  he  Printed. 

22.  Seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies  shall  bo  printed  of  each  document  or  other 
matter  ordered,  unless  the  Senate  especially  directs  a  different  number.

The  Superintendent  of  State  Printing  shall  print  one  thousand  copies  "f  the 
.Tournal  of  each  day's  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  and  one  copy  of  the  same  shall  be 
iilaced  upon  each  Senators  desk,  and  a  sufficient  number  sent  to  the  Assembly  to 
supply  ea<-h  Assemblvman  with  one  copy:  he  shall  also  print  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  properly  paged,  to  bind  in  book  form  as  the  Journal  of  the  Senate,  at  the  end 
of  the  session,  as  required  by  law. 
What  Shall  he  Printed  in  the  Journal 

24.  Messages  from  the  (Jovernor  (other  than  biennial  messages  and  inaugural 
addresses  1  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  and  ciuist it ut ional  amendments,  when 
ad(iiil<'d,  and'  the  titles  of  all  bills,  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  and  constitutional 
amendments,  when  acted  ui)on  by  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  in  the  .Tournal  in  full. 

Record  of  Votes  and  Petitions. 

2.5,  Every  vote  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial, 
or  paper  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

When  Sot  in  Committee  of  ilw  Whole.  Proecedinos  Must  he  Entered  in  the  Journal. 

2(>.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to 
record  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  proceedings. 

Printinti  for  the  Senate. 

27  The  Superintendent  of  State  Printing  shall  not  print  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate  anv  matter  other  than  provided  by  law,  unless  unon  a  written  order  signed 
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by  the  SccTotary.  Tlip  Secretary  may.  when  necessity  rociuires.  order  from  the  State 
Printer  such  j)rintins  as  he  deems  necessary  to  be  printed  in  advance  of  the  resular 
order  of  business,  under  a  specially  prepared  written  order,  to  be  known  as  a  "Rush 
Order." 

Introdiicfion  and  Reading  of  Bills. 

2S.  ].  A  Senator  desirinp  to  introduce  a  hill  sIi.tH  rise  in  his  nlaco  and  address 
the  President,  and  upon  being  recognized  shall  present  the  bill.  The  title  shall  be 
iinnoniiced  l)y  the  Secretary,  the  bill  shall  be  read  the  first  time  and  thereupon 
referred  by  the  President  to  a  standini;  committee.  No  bill  shall  be  introduced  in 
the  Senate  by  any  member  after  the  constitutional  recess  without  the  consent  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Senate,  nor  shall  more  than  two  hills  be  intro- 
duced by  an.v  one  member  after  such  reees-s.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  several 
days  previous  to  its  passage  (unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  two-thirds  of  the  Senate 
shall  by  vote  of  a.ves  and  noes,  dispense  with  this  provision),  and  the  last  reading 
shall  be  at  length.  The  President  shall  give  notice,  at  each  of  the  second  and  third 
readings.  whi<li  reading  it  is.  and  no  bill  shall  be  read  at  either  reading  until  the 
Senate  has  so  determined  by  a  vote  (should  any  Senator  object  to  .such  reading). 
Joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  shall  be  treated  the  same  as  hills,  provided  they 
shall  be  read  but  once,  unless  the  Senate,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Senators 
l)resent.  otherwi.se  direct :  and  provided,  further,  that  joint  and  concurrent  re.solu- 
tions  and  constitutional  amendments  shall  not  be  deemed  bills  within  the  meaning 
of  section  2  of  article  W  of  the  Constitution  and  shall  not  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Introduction  of  Hills  and  shall  not  require  a  vote  to  authorize  their  intro- 
duction. 

2.  The  titles  of  all  bills,  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions,  and  constitutional 
amendments  introduced  shall  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

3.  When  a  bill  amending  a  code  section  is  introduced,  the  author  of  the  bill 
shall  cause  the  new  matter,  if  any.  to  be  underscored,  and  the  place  in  the  bill  where 
I)ortions  of  the  law  are  proposed  to  be  omitted,  if  any.  to  be  indicated  b.v  closed 
l)rackets ;  proriilrd.  hotrcrer.  that  where  the  subject  consists  of  an  entirely  new  sec- 
tion the  words  thereof  need  not  be  underscored,  and  when  any  bill  introduced  repeals 
an  existing  law  in  whole  the  matter  repealed  need  not  be  indicated. 

.Ml  bills  reported  favorably  or  for  consideration,  if  reported  with  amendments, 
shall  have  the  new  matter,  if  any,  underscored,  and  the  place  of  omission  of  parts 
of  the  law  proi)osed  to  be  omitted,  if  any.  shall  he  indicated  by  brackets.  All  bills 
reixirted  with  amendments  shall  be  immediately  rejirinted. 

AU  matter  underscored  in  the  draft  or  amendment  of  any  bill  shall  be  printed  by 
the  SuiM'rintendent  of  State  Printing  in  italics,  and  all  brackets  shall  be  reproduced. 

Order  of  Enr/rossing  and  Enrolling  Bills. 

20.  -Ml  bills  ordered  engrossed  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
to  the  Committee  on  Kngrossnient  and  Knrollment  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  committee 
and  a  receipt  in  writing  taken  therefor,  and  all  said  bills  shall  be  engrossed  in  the 
order  of  their  receipt  by  the  committee  or  its  clerk.  .\11  Senate  bills  shall,  after 
their  final  passage  by.  and  receipt  from  the  .Assembly,  be  delivered  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  A.ssembly.  to  the  Committee  on 
Kngrossnient  and  Knrollment  or  its  clerk  and  a  receipt  in  writing  taken  therefor; 
and  .said  bills  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Senate. 

Engroxscd  Bills  to  Be  Examined  and  Reported. 

30.  All  bills,  amendments,  and  resolutions,  after  being  engrossed,  in  pursuance 
of  the  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  reported  back  by  the 
Committee  on  Kngrossnient  and  Enrollment :  the  engrossed  copy  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  Assembl.v  with  proper  endorsements,  and  the  original  retained  by  the  Senate. 

Disposition  of  Assemblij  Bills. 

.'51.  When  an  .Vssenibly  bill  has  been  received  by  the  Senate,  with  a  message 
announcing  that  it  has  i)assed  the  .\ssembly.  such  bill  shall  be  read  the  lirst  time  and 
be  referred  by  the  President  to  a  standing  committee;  provided,  however,  that  when 
an  Assembly  bill  is  received,  the  text  of  which  is  stated  by  a  member  to  be  inden- 
tical  with  that  of  a  Senate  bill,  which  has  already  been  considered  and  reported  by 
a  standing  committee  of  the  Senate,  such  Assembly  bill  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Engrossment  and  Enrollment  for  comparison,  which  committee  shall 
report  without  delay,  whether  or  not  such  bill  is  identical  with  the  Senate  bill.  If 
rei)orted  identical,  such  Assembly  bill  shall  be  substituted  for  the  Senate  bill,  shall 
take  its  iilnce  on  the  second-reading  file  and  be  considered  as  having  received  the 
same  committee  recommendation  as  the  Senate  bill  ;  provided,  that  the  fact  that  the 
bills  are  identical  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal.  Such  Senate  bill  shall  thereupon 
be  placed  upon  the  file  of  unfinished  business. 

Reference  of  Bills  tn  Finance  Committee. 

32.  All  bills  appropriating  money  from  any  fund  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  before  being  read  the  second  time. 
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Committee  Ameiidiiieiiln — JIow  Made. 

33.  When  amendments  to  a  bill  are  reiiortod  by  a  committee,  the  olerl<  of  snch 
committee  shall  prepare  three  copies  of  amendment,  one  to  go  with  the  bill  to  the 
Superintendent  of  State  Trintinf;-,  one  to  the  Minute  Clerk,  and  one  to  the  .Secretary 
of  the  Senate. 

Committee — When  to  lieixirt. 

.34.  All  committees  shall  act  upon  bills  referred  to  them  as  soon  as  practicable, 
and  when  acted  upon  each  bill  shall  be  reported  back  to  the  Senate  forthwith,  and 
the  chairman  of  each  committee  is  charwd  with  the  observance  of  this  rule:  proi-ideil. 
that  the  Senate  may  at  any  time,  by  a  majority  vote,  recall  a  bill  from  any  committee. 

Htaiidinq  Cnitniiittre.  Qtioi  inii  iif — H'/irt/  CiniHtil  iites. 

3.").  lOach  standin;;  committee  shall  determine  its  own  quorum;  provided,  that  not 
less  than  one-third  of  tlie  number  of  members  constituting  such  committee  shall  in 
any  case  constitute  such  quorum. 

Leave  of  Ahsenee  to  Committee. 

3Ci.  When  leave  of  absence  shall  be  prranted  to  any  committee,  special  or  stand- 
ing, to  visit  public  buil<lint:s  or  institutions,  or  for  any  other  i)urpose.  such  leave  shall 
be  granted  only  by  two-thirds  vote,  and  no  expenses  or  mileage  of  attaches  shall  be 
allowed. 

Claims  on  Continijent  Fund  Mii.if  <lo  to  Committee  on  Continf/ent  Expensen. 

37.  No  claim  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Contingent 
Expenses. 

Executive  Cominnnii  ations  and  dominations  to  Coniniitt(  e. 

38.  When  executive  communications  or  nominations  shall  be  sent  by  the  (Jovernor 
to  the  Senate  for  their  conlirmalion.  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senal<'.  whidi  motion  shall  be  determined 
without  debate. 

The  General  File.  It.i  Honrs — Special  Order  of  Hills  on  File. 

.39.  The  (General  File  sliall  be  the  siiecial  order  for  each  day  between  such  hours 
as  the  Senate  may  deternunc.  unless  sooner  disi)Ose<l  of:  but  no  bill  shall  lose  its 
place  upon  the  tile  by  ex]iiration  of  the  tin\e  or  by  adjournment  of  the  Senate  while 
it  is  under  consideration. 

Bills  Passed  on  File  I'laeed  at  Foot  of  File. 

40.  When  bills  have  been  iiassed  on  file  for  the  second  time  they  niu.st  be  placed 
at  the  foot  of  the  file  in  their  regular  order,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

Consideration  of  Bills. 

41.  All  bills,  after  the  .second  reading  (if  the  same  be  not  committed,  then  upon 
beine  reported),  shall  be  ))laced  upon  the  general  file  and  shall  be  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration and  passage  in  the  order  of  their  being  placed  on  file. 

Order  of  Qnestions  on  Motion  to  Refer. 

42.  When  a  resolution  shall  be  ofl'ered,  or  a  motion  made  to  refer  any  subject, 
and  a  different  committee  shall  be  proposed,  the  qtiestion  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order : 

1.  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

2.  A  Standing  Committee. 

3.  A  Select  Committee. 

Order  of  Qnestions  Under  Debate. 

43.  AVhen  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the  follow- 
ing privileged  questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 
o.  To  commit. 

(5.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
Motion  Xot  to  he  Debated  Until  Seconded  and  Announced. 

44.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly 
announced  by  the  President:  and  it  shall  bs  reduced  to  writing  if  desired  by  th? 
President  or  any  Senator,  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  before  the  same  shall  be 
debated. 

Reading  of  a  Paper,  if  Objected  to.  Determined  Without  Debate. 

45.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  (except  a  petition)  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the 
Senate. 
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Amciidntcnfs  anil  t^iihutitiitcx — II'/kh  in  Onlcr. 

40.  Siil)stitutcs  ma.v  he  olTcrcd  at  any  time  when  a  bill  or  re.solution  is  open  to 
amendment,  previous  to  engrossment:  and  when  adopted  shall  take  the  place  of  the 
original  bill  or  re.solution.  and  shall  be  open  to  amendment. 

Amendments  and  Substituten — Must  be  Germane. 

47.  A  substitute  or  amendment  must  relate  to  the  same  subject  as  the  original 
bill,  resolution  or  constitutional  amendment  under  consideration. 

Least  Sum  and  Sh'irtrxt  Time  in  Fillinr;  Blanks. 

4S.  In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  or  number  and  the  shortest  time  shall  be 
put  first. 

Constitutional  Amendments  and  Bills  licrjuiring  a  TiKO-thirds  Vote  May  he  Amended 
hi/  a  Vote  of  Majority  of  Those  Voting. 
40.    A  constitutional  amendment  or  bill  requiring  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  elected  to  the  Senate  for  final  adoption  or  passage  ma.v  be  amended  b.v  a 
raajorit.v  of  those  voting. 

Notice  of  Reconsideration. 

50.  On  the  da.v  succeeding  that  on  which  a  final  vote  on  any  bill,  concurrent  or 
joint  resolution,  or  constitutional  amendment  has  been  taken,  said  vote  may  be 
reconsidered  on  motion  of  an.v  Senator:  proiided.  notice  of  intention  to  move  such 
reconsideration  shall  have  been  given  on  the  day  on  which  such  final  vote  was  taken, 
by  a  Senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side;  and  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  recon- 
sider on  the  day  on  which  such  final  vole  was  taken.  Said  motion  for  reconsideration 
shall  have  precedence  over  every  other  motion,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn.  It  shall 
require  twenty-one  votes  to  carr.v  an.v  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  any 
bill,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution  has  been  passed  or  defeated,  and  twenty-seven 
votes  to  carry  any  motion  to  re<'onsider  the  vote  by  whidi  an.v  constitutional  araend- 
men  has  been  passed  or  defeated.  Notice  of  reconsideration  shall  not  be  in  order  on 
the  day  preceding  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

Reconsideration  of  Bills  Sent  to  .\ssemhly. 

51.  When  a  bill,  resolution,  amendment,  order  or  message  upon  which  a  vote  has 
been  taken  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate  and  been  communi- 
cated to  the  Assembly,  a  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  preceded  by  a  motion  to 
request  the  .\ssembl.v  to  return  the  same,  which  last-named  motion  shall  be  acted 
upon  immediately  and  without  debate,  and  if  determined  in  the  negative,  shall  be  a 
final  disjiosition  of  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Secretary.  I'pon  Notice  of  Reconsideration,  yot  to  Report  Bill  to  .issembly. 

52.  If  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration,  the 
Secretary  shall  not  transmit  the  bill,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution,  or  constitutional 
amendment  to  the  Assembly  till  the  reconsideration  is  disposed  of,  or  the  time  for 
moving  the  same  has  e.\pired,  unless  the  bill  or  resolution  has  already  been  trans- 
mitted to  the  Assembly. 

Motion  to  Reconsider  May  Be  Debated. 

53.  A  Senator,  after  a  notice  to  reconsider  is  given,  as  provided  in  Rule  .50. 
ma.v,  at  the  reconsideration  thereof,  present  the  main  question  in  his  argument 
thereon,  and  the  same  may  be  debated  by  the  Senate  provided  that  the  subject-matter 
is  debatable. 

Amendment  to  Original  Question. 

.54.  1.  An  amendment  may  be  laid  on  the  table  without  prejudice  to  the  bill. 
When  an  aniendmeut  proposed  to  any  pending  measure  shall  be  laid  on  the  table,  it 
shall  not  carry  with  it  or  prejudice  such  measure. 

2.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  propositions,  any  Senator  may  have 
the  same  divided  :  except  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  not  be  divided.  The 
rejection  of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  prevent  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  i)roposition,  nor  shall  it  prevent  a  motion 
to  simply  strike  out,  nor  shall  the  rejection  of  a  motion  to  strike  out  prevent  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert;  but  pending  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  the 
part  to  be  stricken  out  and  the  part  to  be  inserted  shall  each  be  regarded,  for  the 
purpose  of  amendment,  as  a  question.  Motions  to  amend  the  part  to  be  stricken  out 
shall  have  precedence. 

Final  Question  on  Second  Reading  of  Bill — Xo  Amendment  on  Third  Reading,  but 
.May  Commit. 

55.  The  final  question  on  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  originating  in  the 
Senate  shall  be:  "Shall  the  bill  be  engrossed?"  And  no  amendment  shall  be  received 
for  discussion  at  the  third  reading  of  any  bill ;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order, 
before  the  final  passage  of  such  bill,  to  move  its  commitment  under  special  instruc- 
tions to  amend. 
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Sprcial  Orders. 

5<i.  Any  subject  may,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  voting,  be  made  a  special 
order,  and  wlien  the  time  fixed  for  its  con.sideratiou  arrives,  tlie  presiding  officer 
shall  lay  it  before  the  Senate. 

Form  of  Previous  Question — Call  of  Senate. 

57.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form:  "Shall  (he  (juestion 
be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the 
Senators  present  upon  division  :  and  its  effect  shall  put  an  end  to  all  debate  except 
that  the  author  of  the  bill  or  the  amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close,  and  the 
question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put  to  a  vote.  On  a  motion 
for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being  taken  b.y  the  Senate,  a  call  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  in  order. 

Ayes  and  Noes:  Members  Must  .A.nswer — TSlo  Vote  After  Announcement  of  Vote. 

58.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  by  three  members  present,  every 
member  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the  (juestion  was  put  shall  declare 
openly,  and  without  debate,  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question.  In  taking  the  ayes 
and  noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  taken 
alphabetically.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any  question  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  rule,  no  Senator  shall  be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances  whatever, 
to  vote  after  the  announcement  of  the  vote  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rules  in  Senate  and  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

59.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  so  far 
as  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting  the  number  of  times  a  Senator  may  speak,  and 
except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 

Suspending  or  Changing  Rules. 

GO.  No  standing  rules  or  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  with- 
out a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  entire  Senate,  and  one  day's  notice  being  given  of 
the  motion  therefor:  but  a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of 
two-thir<ls  of  the  members  of  the  Senate,  exci'i)t  that  portion  of  Uule  -'.).  relating  to 
the  order  of  enrolling  bills.  All  projiosed  amendments  to  the.se  rules  shall,  upon 
presentation,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  witliout  debate. 

Executive  Session. 

01.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate,  on  the  discussion 
of  any  business,  which  may.  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  reijuire  an  executive  ses- 
sion, the  President  shall  require  all  persons,  except  the  Senators,  President  of  the 
Senate,  Secretary  and  Sergeaul-at-Arms  to  withdraw  and  during  the  di.scus.sion  of 
said  business,  the  doors  shall  remain  closed.  Every  Senator  and  officer  present  shall 
keep  secret  all  matters  and  proceedings  concerning  which  secrecy  shall  be  enjoined 
by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Messengers.  Wlien  Introduced. 

(i2.  Messengers  may  be  introduced  at  any  stage  of  business  except  while  a  ques- 
tion is  being  put,  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  while  ballots  are  being 
counted,  or  while  a  Senator  is  addressing  the  Senate. 

Smoking. 

<i3.    No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Senate  Chamber. 
Leaves  of  Absence  of  Members  of  the  Senate  Visiting  Public  Institutions. 

()4.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  granted  any  committee,  special  or  standing,  to 
visit  any  public  institutions  of  the  State  or  for  an,v  other  purpose.  AVhenever  any 
committee  shall  report  to  the  Senate  that  it  is  desirable  that  such  committee  receive 
information  concerning  any  iniblic  institution,  the  Senate  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  all  its  members,  grant  a  leave  of  ab.^ence  to  not  more  than  three  members  of  such 
committee,  to  be  designated  by  the  Chairman  thereof.  Application  for  a  leave  of 
ab.--ence  of  such  members  of  a  conunittee  shall  be  made  to  the  Senate  in  writing  by 
the  Chairman  thereof,  and  such  application  shall  give  the  name  of  the  insiiiution  or 
institutions  to  be  visited  and  briefly  recite  the  occasion  and  necessity  for  vi.siling  the 
same,  together  with  the  names  of  the  committeemen  designated  for  that  purpose. 
Such  apidication  shall  immediately,  and  v.ithout  debate,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  with  instructions,  to  report  upon  the  same  on  the  next  legislative 
day.    Said  members  shall  be  allowed  their  actual  exjwnses. 

Cases  Xot  Provided  for,  Robert  to  Oovern. 

(•.".  In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  the  Senate  shall  be  governed  by 
the  law.s  and  practices  as  laid  down  in  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.

transmit  a  message  to  the  Senate. 

MESSAGE  FRO.M  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  from  the  (ioveruor  was  read  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal: 

Message  of  Governor  Hiram  W.  Johnson  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
California,  in  Extraordinary  Session,  January  5,  1916. 

Executivf:  Department. 

St.\TE  OV  CaLH'ORMA. 

To  tlic  Senate  and  Assemhly: 

Tinder  the  power  vested  in  me  b.v  the  Constitution  I  have  dul.v  is.sued  a  call  for  an 
extraordinary  session  of  the  Le.eislature  and  have  convened  you  for  three  specific 
purposes : 

1.  To  amend  the  election  laws  of  the  State  as  specifically  set  forth  in  subdivi- 
sion.s  1  and  2  of  the  call : 

2.  To  take  such  action  as  you  may  deem  appropriate  in  reference  to  the  San 
Francisco  Normal  School :  and 

H.  To  pass  such  laws  as  you  deem  essential  in  relation  to  the  San  Diego  Exposition. 

1.  The  Election  La\v.s. 
I  take  it  that  you  are  familiar  with  the  condition,  at  once  contradictory  and  con- 
fusing, of  the  election  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  necessity  for  remedial  legislation. 
At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  IOI.t.  four  laws  relating  to  elections  were 
Iiassed  and  these  four  constituted  a  harmonious  and  complete  system.  Against  two  of 
these  laws  the  referendum  was  invoked,  and  these  two  measures  popularly  designated 
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the  non-partisan  ))ills.  were,  on  the  2(itli  da.v  of  Octol)fr  last,  dofcatod.  Tlio  two 
measiups  thns  siihmittcii  to  the  i)poi)Ie  by  icfcrcndum  and  rpjocted  b.v  the  people  were 
the  bill  relating  to  primary  elections  and  that  prpscribinj;  Ilip  forni  of  ballot  at  the 
final  plection.  Thp  two  bills,  which  were  not  attacked,  and  concerning  which  no 
referendum  was  invoked,  were  the  rpgistration  bill  and  the  presidpntial  preference 
primary  law.  The  question  prespntpd  to  thp  voters  at  the  sjiecial  election  was  clean 
cut  and  well  defined,  and  that  question  was.  whether  or  not  the  officials  of  the  State 
required  to  be  elected  by  the  voters  .should  be  chosen  in  partisan  or  in  non-partisan 
fashion.  All  of  the  persuasive  endeavors  of  both  sides  of  the  controversy  in  the 
special  election  werp  directed  solely  to  this  (juestion.  and  on  the  one  side  it  was  argued 
that  our  state  officials  .should  be  elected  without  regard  to  i)artisansliip.  and  on  the 
other,  the  desirability  of  parties  choosing  candidates  for  state  offices  was  earnestly 
advocated.  The  registration  bill,  under  which  the  elector  is  not  required  to  statp  his 
parly  affiliation,  at  the  time  of  rpgistration.  was  accpptpd  by  both  sides,  and  acquipscpil 
in  by  all  the  people  of  the  State  of  California.    Since  Aiigust  10.  it  has  been 

continuously  the  law  of  the  State  and  is  today  the  solemn  enactment  of  both  houses 
of  the  I^egislaturp  and  of  thp  pxpcutivp  branch  of  Ihp  governmpnt. 

The  primary  law  of  ini.'i  continued  in  force  because  of  the  defeat  of  the  law  of 
J9ir;.  at  the  special  election,  can  not  be  oppralive  if  the  registration  law  adopted  and 
accepted  l)y  all  the  jieople  of  the  Stale  be  enforced  :  and  presented  to  us.  therefore,  is 
the  problpm.  how  shall  plpction  of  state  officers  be  made  partisan  and  the  laws  that 
have  been  duly  enacted  and  are  in  force  today  be  preserved  as  well'.'  It  is  obvious 
that  we  can  no  more  rightfully  disregard  one  law  than  another  and  that  officials  are 
bound  to  obey  all  the  laws  of  the  State.  It  is  our  plain  duty,  therefore,  while  recog- 
nizing the  result  of  the  rpccnt  sjjpcial  election  and  carrying  out  what  those  who  then 
voted  declared  should  be  the  policy  of  the  State — the  nomination  and  election  by 
parties  and  in  i)artisan  fashion  of  candidates  for  state  offices — to  maintain  and  uphold 
a  plain  statute  which  has  neither  been  questioned  nor  challenged,  and  which,  ui)  to 
this  time,  all  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  have  accepted  and  acquiesced  in. 
Speedily  ami  readily  the  result  may  be  attained  by  the  amendment  of  the  primary 
law.  and  by  this  amendment,  candidates  for  state  offices  will  be  nominated  by  political 
parties  and  will  be  elected  wholly  in  partisan  fasliion.  and  the  registration  law  will 
be  preserved  intact.  The  time  of  the  declaration  of  part.v  affiliation  is  simply  changed 
from  the  time  of  registration  to  the  time  of  the  primary.  This  is  neither  a  iiew  nor  a 
novel  proceeding.  It  is  the  course  pursued  in  the  majority  of  the  states  having 
primary  laws.  Today,  in  states  like  Massachusetts.  Idaho.  Indiana.  Michigan.  Minne- 
sota, West  ^■irginia.  Illinois.  Wisconsin.  Arizona.  Colorado.  Kansas.  Missouri.  Mon- 
tana, and  others,  the  voter  declares  his  party  affiliation  at  the  time  of  the  primary 
and  surely  it  will  not  be  argued  that  the  elpction  laws  of  these  states  are  non-partisan. 
I  repeat  that  by  the  amendment  proposed  to  thp  primary  law,  pvery  official  required 
to  be  elected  in  the  State  will  be  nominated  as  the  candidate  of  a  i)olitical  party  and 
will  be  elected  as  a  candidate  of  a  political  parJy.  If  this  be  done,  no  man  acting  in 
good  faith  can  ask  more.  If  the  registration  law  wprp  today  ampndpd.  the  amendment 
could  not  take  effect  until  ninety  days  after  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  Regis- 
tration is  to  commence  on  the  first  day  of  .Tanuary,  and  to  continue  then  for  use  at 
the  presidential  jircference  primary  to  be  held  on  or  about  May  2d.  It  is  important, 
therefore,  that  a  registration  law  be  in  elTect  now  and  for  the  period  required  in  order 
that  there  ma.v  bo  no  more  contusion  hereafter.  If  any  other  reason  were  needed 
for  upholding  what  we  have  solemnly  enacted,  and  wliat  today  is  the  law,  it  is 
presented  with  unanswerable  logic  by  the  fact  that  we  would  but  add  to  the  confusion 
now  existing  and  leave  the  election  laws  still  uncertain  and  inoperative,  for  more 
than  three  months  by  an  attempted  amendment  of  the  registration  law. 

In  its  larger  .sense,  however,  the  reason  for  the  amendment  of  the  primary  law  is 
that  by  that  amendment  we  do  exactly  what  the  majorit.y  who  voted  at  the  special 
election.  October  2(!th.  decreed  should  be  done,  and  we  maintain  the  law  duly  enacted 
and  unanimously  accpiiesced  in.  There  was  not  a  single  vote  in  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  California  at  the  VM't  session  cast  against  the  registration  law,  nor  was  there 
a  single  vole  cast  in  that  body  against  the  tiresidential  preference  jirimar.v  law.  and 
.vet  the  presidential  preference  primary  law  then  enacteil  with  this  unanimity,  dis- 
tinctly provided  for  the  declaration  of  party  affiliation  at  the  primary  itself  and  at  no 
other  time. 

It  is  worse  than  a  confusion  of  thought  to  say  that  the  will  of  the  peonle  was 
expressed  upon  registration  at  the  recent  special  election.  This  is  not  so.  The  will 
of  the  people  upon  registration  was  expressed  by  the  re))resentatives  of  the  people  at 
the  legislative  session  of  1!)!.").  and  thereafter  expressed  by  all  of  the  people  in  the 
failure  of  any  to  attack  the  registration  law.  or  invoke  against  it  the  referendum.  It 
is  nothing  short  of  misrepresentation  to  assert  that  the  am'"ndment  of  the  primarj' 
law.  in  the  manner  suggested,  makes  the  election  system  of  the  State  non-i)ar(isan. 
The  amendment  suggested  makes  the  election  system  of  this  State  partinnn.  It  makes 
a  system  by  which  the  iiolitical  parties  of  the  State  will  nominate  can<li<lates  for  state 
offices.  Those  candidates  will  then  have  their  names  printed  on  the  official  election 
ballot  with  their  party  designation  and  will  be  voted  for  as  partisan  candidates.  To 
claim  otherwise,  is  to  demonstrate  either  a  poverty  of  intellect  or  the  wilful  desigi)  of 
misrepresentation. 
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It  may  be  tliat  other  means  rould  be  devised  for  partisan  nominations  and  parti.san 
elections'  and  that  if  time  permitted,  and  no  confusion  would  result,  another  mode 
raislit  be  presented  to  cure  the  existing  defects.  But  whether  other  courses  might  be 
adopted,  whether  any  mode  could  be  suggested  that  would  meet  the  approval  of  the 
most  captious,  the  mode  now  suggested  does  do  exactly  the  very  thing  desired — 
requires  nomination  of  candidates  by  political  parties  and  election  of  candidates  as 
candidates  of  political  parties  in  partisan  fashion. 

2.    San  Francisco  Normal  School. 

The  San  Francisco  Normal  School  is  occupying  practically  temporary  quarters. 
The  buildings  are  unsightly  and  unsafe.  All  of  us  who  are  familiar  with  the  situation 
have  long  known  that  it  was  a  question  of  Init  a  brief  period  until  an  appropriation 
of  some  hundreds  of  tlioasands  of  dollars  would  be  required  for  reconstrviction,  etc. 
Out  of  the  beautiful  Exposition  that  has  just  been  concluded  in  San  Francisco  came 
a  suggestion  for  the  preservation  of  the  California  Building,  and  its  acqui.silion  by 
flie  Stale  for  the  San  Francisco  Normal  School.  Sentimentally,  the  idea  was  enthu- 
siastically received  by  all  who  arc  familiar  with  the  location;  hut  it  was  not  until 
the  trustees  of  the  normal  school,  their  expert  engineer,  and  those  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  the  California  Building  presented  the  financial  economy  of  the  plan,  and 
its  advantages  from  a  business  standpoint,  that  1  felt  at  liberty  to  submit  the  question 
to  the  Legislature  for  action. 

The  Paiiania-l'acific  International  Kxposition,  due  to  prudent,  sagacious  and  very 
able  management  will  realize  a  considerable  sum  for  ullimate  distribution  among 
those  who  contributed  its  funds.  Under  the  law  creating  the  California  Commission, 
thanks  to  the  foresight  of  those  who  ])re|>are<l  the  measure,  it  was  jirovided  that  the 
State  should  receive  the  State's  proportionate  share  of  any  moneys  realized  from 
the  lOxjjOsilion,  and.  subsequently,  in  conformity  with  the  law.  a  coniract  was  made 
by  the  State  Commission  with  the  Directors  of  the  Kxposition  of  like  character.  It  is 
represented  to  me  that  a  sum  probably  equalling  a  million  dollars  will  ultimaiely  be 
realized  from  the  Exposition  and  the  State  will  be  entitled  to  its  proportionate  share 
of  this  sum. 

The  proposal  in  reference  to  the  normal  school  is  not  to  appropriate  any  money 
from  the  general  fund  at  all  and  the  finances  of  the  State,  therefore,  will  not  be 
strained  by  consummating  the  plan.  It  is  desired  that  the  Normal  School  Triistees 
shall  be  given  power  to  condemn  the  land  upon  which  the  California  Building  stands 
and  laiul  adjacent  thereto,  to  remodel  the  California  Building  in  accordance  with  the 
reports  and  estimates  of  the  experts,  to  receive,  if  necessary,  appropriate  lands  in 
exchange  for  funds  due  to  the  State  from  the  Exposition,  to  change  the  site  of  the 
normal  school  from  its  present  location  to  the  California  liuilding  of  the  Exposition, 
and  to  dispose  of  the  jjresent  site.  The  estimates  submitted  to  me  by  the  Normal 
School  Trustees  and  their  engineer  for  the  modification  of  the  California  Building  and 
its  construction  into  a  most  beautiful  state  institution  aggregate  .$l9.">.tM10.  and  the 
purchase  price  of  the  real  estate,  it  is  asserted,  ought  not  to  exceed  .$100,000.  The 
condemnation  proceedings  must  he  commenced  at  once,  and  it  is  neces-sary  therefore 
that  the  requisite  authority  be  immediately  given.  The  apnropriation  asked  in  the 
bill  submitted  is  wholly  from  moneys  wltich  shall  be  returend  from  the  Eximsition  to 
llic  State,  and  I  reiterate  that  the  general  finances  of  the  State  are  uot  touched  at  all. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  dilliculties  and  obstacles  which  may  preclude  us  from 
successfully  carrying  out  the  proposed  design  :  but.  in  order  that  we  may  endeavor 
thus  to  consummate  a  plan  at  once  appealing  to  our  sentiment  and  business  judgment, 
the  powers  asked  must  be  accorded  by  the  Legislature. 

.3.    San  Diego  Exro.siTioN. 

Californians  may  be  very  proud  of  the  great  International  Exnosition  which  has 
just  been  concluded  at  Snn  Francisco.  It  marked  an  epoch  in  World's  Expositions, 
and  its  marvels  and  its  beauty  were  worthy  of  our  State.  The  State  dealt  wnerouslj' 
with  the  Exnosition  but  the  Exposition  itself  has  more  than  justified  the  State's 
generosity.  During  the  year  191.")  California  has  had  not  only  its  great  International 
Exposition  at  San  Francisco  but  the  remarkably  beautifvil  Exposition  at  San  Diego. 
I  can  not  too  highly  commend  the  energy  and  the  pluck  of  the  city  of  San  Diego  in 
maintaining,  as  it  has.  an  Exposition  creditable  and  beneficial  alike  to  that  locality 
and  to  the  State  of  California. 

The  San  Diego  E\i)osition  will  continue  during  the  year  lOlfi.  In  order  that  it 
may  continue  it  asks  the  passage  of  the  enabling  act  relating  to  Balboa  Park,  and  it 
may  be  assumed  that  very  readily  this  will  be  done. 

In  addition,  a  small  measure  of  aid  is  asked  now  from  the  State  :  and  from  the 
same  .source  as  our  funds  for  the  San  Francisco  Normal  School  are  obtained.  I  should 
very  heartily  favor  an  anin-oprmtion  of  this  sort  for  the  San  Dieso  Exposition. 

■Tflie  subjects  to  which  I  ha\c  referred  in  this  message  are  the  only  subjects  that 
are  Ix'fore  this  extraordinary  session  of  the  I-egislature.  Purposely  and  designedly 
have  I  restricted  the  call  within  the  narrowest  possible  limits.  I  say  to  you  very 
frankly  that  I  have  endeavored  by  the  statement  of  the  matter  in  relation  to  the 
election  laws  to  restrict  you  to  the  aiuendment  of  the  primary  law.  I  have  done  this 
after  the  most  careful  thought  and  consultation  with  those  most  familiar  with  the

elec'.ioii  machinery  of  tho  State,  and  because  this  amendment  immediately  disi)els  a 
confusion  now  existins.  renuiivs  nominations  of  candidates  for  State  offices  hy 
political  parties  and  malces  elections  partisan  in  character,  while  not  disturbini;  other 
laws  in  force.  If  we  meet  upon  a  common  ground  to  make  nominations  and  elections 
in  the  State  partisan  and  to  jierform  our  sworn  duty  to  uphold  the  laws  as  they  exist, 
there  can  be  occasion  neither  for  bitter  controversy  nor  Ions  delay.  The  result,  if  thf 
desisn  be  to  make  our  elections  partisan,  may  be  attained  in  one  brief  day.  I'pon 
important  subjects  often  in  one  day  yon  have  finally  acted.  I'pon  this  subject,  if  all 
that  is  desired  is  partisanshii)  in  our  State  elections  and  in  our  Slate  nomina- 
tions, we  may  act  with  celerity  and  the  means  are  at  hand.  I  would  not,  of 
course,  sussest  undue  haste  and  would  ask  careful  scrutiny  and  consideration  of  your 
leffislation.  b>it  once  it  is  clear  that  the  object  is  attained  by  the  amendment  suggested, 
necessit.v  no  longer  exists  for  a  continuance  of  the  session.

REMARKS  BY  SENATOR  WOLFE  UPON  THE  OCCASION  OF  HIS  RETIREMENT 
FROM  THE  SENATE. 

Senator  Wolfe  addressed  the  Senate  and  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  f^inate: 

I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  opportunity  of  saying  a  word  or  two  informally 
to  my  colleagues  before  I  sever  my  official  connection  with  this  part  of  the  legi.s- 
lative  department  of  the  State  of  California. 

.\t  ll.oO  tonight  my  resignation  as  Senator  from  the  Nineteenth  Senatorial 
District  of  San  Francisco  will  take  effect,  and  tomorrow  I  will  assume  other 
duties  and  other  responsibilities.  I  can  not.  however,  leave  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  California  without  saying  something  of  my  stay  in  this  Senate. 

I  came  to  the  Senate  of  tlie  Stale  for  the  first  time  in  lSi)7,  and  served  con- 
tinuously from  San  Francisco  for  sixteen  years:  then  I  wa,s  temporaril.v  retired 
from  this  body,  but  at  the  next  se.';,sion  I  wa.s  returned  so  that  in  all.  I  have  seen 
eighteen  years  active  service  as  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  of  California.  I  have 
been  in  attendance  at  nine  regular  sessions  of  the  legislature  and  eight  e.xtraor- 
dinary  sessions. 

I  have  seen  many  changes  in  this  body,  and  in  its  policy,  during  that  time. 
I  can  look  around  these  desks  and  these  seats  and  can  conjure  up  to  my  mind 
colleagues  who  have  answered  the  la.st  roll  call  and  gone  to  the  Great  Reyond. 
I  can  conjure  up  other  faces — faces  of  men  that  have  sat  upon  the  floor  of  this 
Senate  with  me — and  republics  are  not  ungrateful  after  all,  for  some  of  these 
men  have  been  elevated  to  higher  offices  and  have  filled  positions  of  greater 
responsibility.  Some  have  been  governors  of  this  State;  others  have  gone  to  the 
I'nited  State.s  Senate,  and  others  have  gone  to  the  lower  house  of  Congre.ss,, where 
they  have  served  the  i)eople  of  the  State  of  California  as  faithfully  as  they  served 
them  on  this  floor. 
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I  have  seen  many  changes  in  policy;  have  seen  many  hard-fought  battles  upon 
the  floor  of  this  Senate,  in  which  1  played  my  humble  part — and  we  fought  as 
though  the  life  of  the  State  and  the  Nation  were  at  stake  upon  the  principles 
under  discussion,  and  that  were  involved. 

But  I  am  happy  to  say  that  after  all  I  will  carry  away  with  me.  when  the 
gavel  shall  fall  for  the  adjournment  of  this  session  of  the  Senate,  nothing  but 
the  kindest  and  pleasanlest  recollections  of  my  associations  with  the  members  of 
this  body. 

I  liave  been  floor  leader.  I  have  been  with  the  majoritv  in  mv  time :  and  I 
have  known  what  it  is  to  be  with  the  minority.  For  si.x  years  in  the  position 
which  you  now  grace,  Senator  Thompson,  as  I'rosident  pro  tern,  of  this  Senate  I 
have  been.  And  the  greatest  pleasure — the  greatest  happiness  in  the  rest  of  inv 
life  will  be  tlie  thought  that  no  matter  how  we  have  diliered,  no  matter  how  haril 
we  have  fought.  1  do  not  know  of  a  single  member  that  has  sat  with  me  upon 
the  floor  of  the  Senate  of  this  State  that  I  can  not  tonight  call  mv  friend.  I  am 
as  proud  of  that  as  a  man  could  be  of  anything  that  comes  to  him  in  life. 

The  honors  that  have  been  showered  ui)on  me  by  the  good  people  of  the  State 
in  sending  me  here,  and  the  honors  I  have  won  in  this  body  are  suflicient  com- 
pensation for  the  sacrifice  I  have  made  in  the  service  of  this"  State — and  no  man 
can  serve  the  Senate  or  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  without  making 
a  personal  sacrifice — but  it  is  worth  it. 

Aye,  it's  worth  it,  after  all,  because  you  know  that  you  have  played  vour  part 
in  the  nlTairs  of  the  State. 

I  have  seen  many  changes  and  at  times  I  thought  that  these  changes  were  not 
the  best  for  the  iieojjle  of  this  State,  and  for  a  long  time  I  thought  that ;  Init  I  have 
changed  my  mind  as  to  many  of  these  thincs  and  am  satisfied  that  .after  all  we 
liave  gone  onward  and  upward  in  tlie  State  of  California  and  that  we  are  a  shinin- 
example  that  other  states  might  well  follow.  " 

I  never  thought  I  would  be  here  at  this  session.  Mr.  President.  I  had  intended 
to  resign,  but  when  I  found  that  the  Normal  School  had  a  chance  to  get  sornethin" 
fi-om  the  State  of  California — to  which  it  is  justly  entitled,  and  to  which  San 
Francisco  is  justly  entitled — I  determined  to  come  back  and  do  my  share  to  help 
improve  conditions  of  that  institution  v.hich  I  was  enabled  in  part  to  phiee  in 
nflicial  life  in  this  State,  and.  if  possible,  to  place  it  where  it  oudit  to  be"  as  to 
equipment,  location  and  building,  in  our  educational  department  of  the  State 

I  had  hoiied  that  when  I  was  here.  Mr.  President.  I  might  have  been  able  to 
cast  my  vote  on  the  other  questions  that  are  before  the  Senate.  I  had  hoped  that 
these  election  bills  might  come  before  -us  so  I  might  vote  upon  them,  and  that  vou 
and  the  iieojile  of  the  State  might  know  my  views  on  these  questions. 

I  want  you  to  know  tliat  bad  tiie  roll  been  called  todav  on  the  bills  that  are 
the  results  of  the  Governor's  proclamation  for  an  extra  .session.  I  would  have  voted 
for  these  bills:  I  would  have  taken  no  part  in  opposition  thereto,  and  I  would 
have  indulged  m  no  pettifogging;  none  of  the  methods  of  delay  that  seem  to  be 
in  vogue  in  some  departments  of  our  legislative  government 

I  am  a  Republican.  I  have  been  a  Republican  all  mv  life.  I  led  a  procession 
of  thirteen  men  from  this  chamber  in  1012.  and  walked  out  of  the  Republican 
convention,  and  bellied  to  nominate  the  ticket  of  electors  of  the  Republican  party 
because  I  was  a  Reiniblican.  I  am  a  Republican  today:  and  because  I  a'm 'a 
Republican  1  would  have  been  delighted  to  vote  for  these  bills  that  vou  are  goin"  to 
considiM-  and  decide  on,  ])erhaps,  tomorrow.  "  &  » 

There  has  been  a  tempest  in  a  teapot  about  these  things.  I  voted  in  lOl.-S  against 
nonpartisanship  in  state  politics.  I  would  vote  against  it  todav.  I  woiiUrhave 
preferred  that  we  could  have  returned  to  the  registration  and  declaration  of  nartv 
But  under  this  call  it  is  not  possible.  But  I  say  that  it  is  possible  for  the  integ- 
rity of  pohticil  parties  to  be  preserved  in  the  State  of  California  under  the  system 
which  this  legislature  is  fostering  and  fathering.

And  I  want  my  family — m.v  daughter — when  I  shall 
have  passed  away,  to  know  that  at  least  I  played  an  humble  part  in  the  affairs 
of  this  State,  always  standing  for  what  I  thought  was  right — fighting  with  all  the 
energ.v  I  possess.  And  yet,  not  always  right,  because  we  are  human  and  must 
err — and  I  want  them  to  have  that  in  their  minds,  that  in  this  forum,  and  on  this 
floor,  I  have  won  the  respect  and  friendship  of  men  that  I  have  respected  and 
esteemed  as  I  have  respected  and  esteemed  life  itself. 

Gentlemen,  I  say  goodbye  to  you.  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  this  State,  and 
I  hope  I  may  meet  you  many,  many  times  again.

Mr.  President  :  I  am  directed  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  the  Assembly 
on  this  day  passed  Assembly  Bill  No.  1 — An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  and  regulate  primary  elections,  and  providing  a  method  for  choosing 
the  delegates  for  political  parties  to  state  conventions  and  for  nominating  electors  of 
I'rcsident  and  \U-f  President  of  the  I'nited  States,  and  i)roviding  for  the  election 
of  party  county  central  committees,  and  to  repeal  the  act  approved  April  7,  1911, 
known  as  the  Direct  Primary  Law,  and  also  to  repeal  the  act  approved  December  24, 
1911.  amending  sections  one,  three,  five,  seven,  ten,  twelve,  thirteen,  twenty-two.

(i.  The  place  of  residence  of  the  elector  (giving  ward  and  precincll:  and  in 
municiijal  corporations,  by  specifying  the  name  of  the  street,  avenue,  or  other  location 
of  the  dwelling  of  such  elector,  with  the  number  of  such  dwelling,  if  the  same  has 
a  number,  and  if  not,  then  with  such  description  of  the  place  that  it  can  he  readil,v 
ascertained  and  identified.  If  tlie  elector  be  not  the  projirietor  or  head  of  the  house, 
or  the  wife  or  Inisband  of  such  projirietor.  then  it  must  show  that  facl.  and  ui)on 
what  floor  thereof,  and  what  room  such  elector  occupies  in  such  house.

1.  To  amend  the  Direct  Primary  Law  relating  to  nominations  of  candidates  for 
public  office,  approved  June  IG.  1913,  so  that  the  same  shall  provide  for  the  nomina- 
tion by  electors,  political  parties  and  orsanizations  of  electors  of  candidates  for 
public  office  in  such  manner  as  to  conform  to  other  existing  election  laws,  and  thereby 
enable  electors  registered  pursuant  to  such  existing  laws  to  participate  in  nominating 
such  candidates  lliereunder. 

2.  To  amend  sections  3,  C,  and  9  of  the  Presidential  Primary  Act,  approved  April 
2S,  191"),  so  that  electoi-s  registered  pursuant  to  existing  laws  may  participate  in 
nominating  candidates  for  delegates  tliereunder:  and  to  add  a  new  section  to  such 
act  calling  and  providing  for  a  presidential  primary  election  to  be  held  on  the 
second  day  of  May,  191(!. 

3.  To  authorize  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  State  Normal  School 
to  select  a  new  site  for  said  school  upon  the  lands  heretofore  and  now  occupied  or 
owned  by  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Kxposition.  or  any  corporation  repre- 
senting or  acting  for  or  in  conjunction  with  said  exposition,  and,  in  event  of  such 
selection  of  said  new  site,  provide  for  and  authorize  the  sale  or  exchange  of  the 
present  site  of  said  normal  school  and  the  disposition  of  improvements  thereon. 

To  provide  for  and  authorize  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift, 
condemnation,  or  otherwise  all  necessary  lauds,  buildings,  improvements,  and  equip- 
ment for  such  school,  and,  for  this  purpose,  to  authorize  the  condemnation  of  pub- 
licly or  |)rivately  owned  lands  and  improvements:  to  provide  for  and  authorize  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to  abandon  and  close  streets,  or  portions  of  streets, 
within  and  about  the  site  so  selected  and  to  transfer  title  thereto  for  the  use  of  said 
state  normal  school ;  and  to  provide  for  and  authorize  the  use,  in  connection  with 
such  site,  of  State  lands  adjacent  thereto. 

To  provide  for  the  disi)osition  of  any  proceeds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  accruine  to  the  State  from  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
Company  through  the  operation  of  said  exposition,  or  otherwise,  or  of  any  money  or 
property  that  may  be  due  to  or  be  given  to  the  State  by  said  exposition  company 
or  its  directors,  to  make  appropriations  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  state  normal  school,  or  any  official  or  officials  of  the  State,  to  accept  property 
for  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  in  full  or  partial  settlement  of  the  claims  of  the  State 
to  its  proportion  of  such  proceeds,  or  money  or  property. 

4.  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  amendment  to  the  act  of  the  I>egislat\ire  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  act  giving  and  granting  to  the  board  of  park  com- 
missioners of  the  city  of  San  Diego  the  right  to  use  and  the  right  to  authorize  the 
use  of  Balboa  Park  in  said  city  for  exposition  purposes,"  approved  March  24.  1911, 
extending  its  provisions  so  as  to  authorize  and  nrovidc  for  the  use  of  said  Balboa 
Park  for  exposition  purposes  during  the  years  191G  and  1917:  and  to  do  what  may 
be  deemed  appropriate  or  necessary  in  relation  to  the  Panama-California  International 
Exposition  of  San  Diego.

23.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or  lobb.v, 
or  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  the  Speaker  (or  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House)  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

Duties  of  the  Sergcant-at-Arms. 

24.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  attend  the  House  during  its  sittings,  execute 
the  commands  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  serve  all  process  issued  by  authority 
thereof  directed  to  him  by  the  Speaker.

He  shall  also"  have  supervision  over  the  .\ssistant  Sergeant-at-Arms  and 
gatekeepers,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  performance  of  and  regular  attend- 
ance upon  their  duties,  and  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  such  attache  under  him 
for  dereliction  of  duty,  and  shall  report  to  the  Committee  of  Attaches  such  snspen- 
sion  and  the  causes  thereof.     Said  suspended  attache  shall  not  receive  any  pay 
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(lurinc  tlip  time  of  such  siisppnsion.  The  f'oinmittop  on  Attaches  shall  have  power 
to  relieve  tlie  attiichf'  of  his  susijensiou.  and  shall  have  the  power,  suhjeet  to  the 
aiiprovnl  of  the  House,  to  remove  any  attacliC-  for  intomiietenc.v  or  for  wilful  nej^lect 
of  duty. 

Expenses  of  Srif/eant-at-Arms. 

25.  The  Sergeant  at-Arms  shall  receive  his  actual  traveling  expenses  for  himself 
or  a  special  messenger  when  executing  any  process  issued  hy  the  House  or  by  any 
officer  or  committee  thereof.

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Contested  Elections  to  examine 
and  report  upon  the  certificates  of  election  or  other  credentials  of  such  members 
returned  to  serve  in  this  House,  as  ma.v  have  their  seats  c-ontestcd.  and  to  take  into 
their  consideration  nil  such  petitions  and  other  matters  touching  elections  and  returns 
as  shall  or  ma.v  be  presented  or  come  into  question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  or  the  Speaker  thereof.

eration, and  shall  thereupon,  without  motion,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means :  and  said  committee  shall  consider  and  report  thereon  the  amount  of 
appropriation  required,  but  such  bill  shall  retain  its  place  on  file  pending  its  consid- 
eration by  said  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  least  once  in  two  weeks,  report  to  the  House  the 
exact  condition  of  legislation  involving  appropriations,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of 
all  the  proposed  appropriations  pending. 

Committee  on  Engrossment  and  Enrollment. 

31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossment  and  Enrollment  to 
compare  all  bills,  constitutional  amendments,  and  concurrent  and  joint  resolutions, 
ordered  or  considered  engrossed  b.v  this  House  with  the  engrossed  copies  thereof: 
and,  before  they  pass  out  of  the  possession  of  this  House,  see  that  the  engrossed  bill 
is  a  true  cop.y  of  the  original,  will;  such  amendments  as  may  have  been  made  thereto: 
and  siiid  committee  shall  see  that  all  engrossed  bills  are  reported  back  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  ordered  engrossed. 

Committee  Expenditures. 

.32.  No  member  of  any  committee  shall  be  permitted  to  incur  any  expense  by 
visiting  any  part  of  the  State  on  official  or  other  business  without  first  obtaining 
leave  of  the  House  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  thereof. 

Committee  of  the  ll'7io/e  House. 

o3.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  as  chairman  or 
a  chairm.Tn  to  be  named  bj'  the  Speaker,  shall  preside.  Bills  committed  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House  shall,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  be  read  by  sections. 
All  amendments  shall  be  noted  and  reported  to  the  Assembly  by  the  chairman. 
After  being  reported  to  the  Assembly,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to  amendment 
before  a  vote  on  the  report  is  taken. 

Rules  in  Comutittee  of  the  M  hole. 

34.  The  rules  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  ob.served  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  as 
far  as  may  be  applicabie,  except  limiting  the  time  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the 
ayes  and  noes  need  not  be  taken. 

Motion  to  Rise  Deeided  Without  Debate.

Calling  .Members  to  Order  W/ien  Transgressing  Rules.

No  member  shall  speak  more 
than  twice  diirins  the  consideration  of  any  one  question,  of  whatever  nature,  on  the 
same  da.v  and  at  the  same  sla^e  of  proceedinjis,  without  U'ave  being  frranted.  except 
the  aulhor  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  or  mover  of  a  question,  who  shall  have  the  risht 
to  close  the  debate.  No  member  shall  Ije  allowed  to  si)eak  more  than  fifteen  minutes 
upon  any  question  excejit  Ijy  leave  of  the  House,  and  except  further,  the  author  shall 
he  allowed  fifteen  minutes  to  open  and  fifteen  minutes  to  close.

41.  Any  member  may  rise  to  explain  a  matter  per.sonal  to  himself,  with  leave 
of  the  Chair,  but  sliall  not  discuss  a  question  in  such  explanation.

same  day  and  at  tlie  same  stage  of  the  proceedings.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall  have  preference  over  a  motion  to  amend,  and.  if  car- 
ried, .shall  lie  considered  equivalent  to  its  rejection.  .V  dilatory  motion  shall  not  be 
considered  intervening  business  within  the  meaning  of  parliamentary  usage. 

I'rerions  Question.

.'1.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  considera- 
tion shall  be  admitted  as  an  amendment. 

Printing  of  Bills.

Filling  Blanks.

.")<;.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  busine.ss  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Heading  of  Papers. 

."7.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions  and  the  same  is 
object  I'd  to  by  a  member,  such  reading  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House, 
without  debate.

."iS.  On  the  day  succeeding  that  on  which  a  final  vote  on  any  bill  or  resolution

0.  Bills  amending  or  repealing  the  Codes,  or  sections  thereof. 

Si:ch  temporary  rule  shall  jirovide  when  a  bill  so  elected  shall  be  taken  up  for 
consideration,  and  the  time  when  tinal  vote  shall  be  taken  thereon  and  pending 
amendments  thereto,  if  tliere  be  any. 

It  shall  always  hr  in  (U-der  to  call  up  for  consideration  such  report.  The  same 
shall  be  sub.iecl  to  amenclmenis  by  the  House. 

On  the  adoiition  of  siu'h  temporary  rule  by  tlie  House  by  a  two-thirds  vote  thereof, 
if  the  bill  be  on  third  reading,  and  by  a  ma.jority  vote  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
House,  if  otherwise,  such  bill  shall  thereupon  be  made  the  special  order  for  the  time 
lixed  therein. 

A  rule  of  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  except  that  portion  of  Rule  7  relating  to  third  reading  of  bills.  A 
motion  or  resolution  proposing  to  increa.se  or  diminish  a  standing  committee  shall 
not  be  adopted  until  tlie  sam(>  has  been  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Uules. 

The  Committei'  on  Rules  may  also,  at  any  time,  rejiort  a  temporary  rule  or 
regulation.  When  such  temiiorary  rule  or  regulation  shall  have  been  adopted  by  a 
two-thirds  yoto  of  the  House  it  shall  have  the  effect,  for  the  time  being,  of  a  standing 
rule,  and  if  such  temporary  ruli>  shall  be  in  conflict  with  a  standing  rule  it  shall' 
supersede  said  standing  rule  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Speaker. 

Mrmhers  Ahsrntiiig  Thciii.it  Ires. 

07.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  attendance  at  a  session  of  the  House 
without  the  leave  of  the  House,  except  in  case  of  sickness:  and  if  any  member  or 
officer  of  the  House  absent  himself  without  leave,  his  per  diem  shall  not  be  allowed 
him  :  b<it  no  member  shall  obtain  leave  of  absence,  or  be  excused  without  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  House,  or  by  unanimous  consent. 

Per.<<on!<  Admitted  to  the  Floor. 

08.  No  persons  except  Senators,  state  officers.  Governors  and  ex-Governors  of 
states,  members  of  Congress.  .Judges  of  the  Supreme.  Appellate  and  Superior  Courts. 
ex-Senators  and  ex-.\sseml)lymen.  members  of  the  press  when  accredited  by  their 
respective  .iournals,  attaehC'S  when  actually  engaged  in  work  for  the  Assembly  or  a 
member  thereof,  and  the  wife  or  child  of  a  member,  shall  be  admitted  within  the 
Assembly  Chamber,  except  in  the  gallery,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly : 
provided,  howerer.  any  other  guest  of  any  member  nia.v  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of 
the  Assembly,  but  to  no  other  part  of  the  floor  than  to  a  seat  at  the  desk  of  said 
member,  and  provided,  olio,  that  such  admission  of  said  guest  shall  be  only  by 
written  permission  of  said  member,  countersigned  by  the  Speaker,  such  i)ermission 
being  good  only  for  the  sessions  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  given,  the  names  of  such 
member  and  guest  to  be  entered  in  the  Journal  when  specifically  requested  by  such 
member.    At  the  convening  of  the  Assembly  in  the  morning,  or  after  recess,  all 
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present  except  those  covered  by  this  rule  shall  retire  from  the  floor  of  the  Assembly. 
No  one  except  the  Serseant-at-Arms  or  his  deputies  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
the  lobby  behind  the  rail  at  any  time. 

Smolitip  in  Asirmhhj  Chamher. 

00.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Assembly  Chamber  during  the  session 
of  the  House  :  provided,  that  during  night  sessions,  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present,  without  notice  or  reference  to  committee. 

Parliantentaru  Rules. 

70.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  contained  in  Robert's  Rules  of  Order 
shall  jjovern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Standing  Rules  and  Oi-ders  of  the  House  and  the  Joint 
Rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly. 

Use  of  Assemhly  Chamher. 

71.  The  Assembly  Room  shall  not  be  used  for  any  public  or  private  business 
other  than  legislative,  except  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  House. 

Fees  for  Witnesses. 

72.  Witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  House  or  any  of  its  committees 
shall  be  paid  as  follows:  For  each  day  a  witness  shall  attend,  the  sum  of  three 
dollars :  for  each  mile  he  shall  travel  in  coming  to  and  going  from  the  place  of 
examination,  the  sum  of  ten  cents.  No  mileage  shall  be  paid  except  where  the 
witness  has  actually  traveled  for  the  purpose  of  giving  testimony. 

Protest  of  Memhers. 

73.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  or  members  to  protest  against  the  action 
of  the  House,  and  have  such  protest  entered  in  the  Journal. 

Assignment  of  AttacMs. 

74.  The  Committee  on  Attaches  shall  assign  the  committee  clerks  and  the  ofBcial 
stenographers  of  the  Hou.se  to  the  various  committees  and.  on  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  Clerk,  shall  have  the  authority  to  reassign  any  clerk  or  attache  under  him  to 
special  duties  or  other  committees  when  the  necessity  arises. 

The  Committee  on  Attaches,  in  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant- 
at-.\rms.  shall  exercise  general  supervision  over  and  shall  systematize  the  work  of 
all  attaches. 

All  assignments  of  committee  clerks  and  stenographers  made  by  the  Committee  on 
Attaches  under  this  rule  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  and  entered  in  the  Journal. 

Introduction  of  Bills  After  Constitutional  Rcress. 

7.">.  Immediately  upon  convening  after  the  constitutional  recess  the  Speaker  shall 
aiipoint  a  standing  Committee  on  Introduction  of  Bills,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

All  motions  for  leave  to  introduce  bills  after  the  constitutional  recess  shall  be  sent 
to  the  desk  in  writing,  under  the  order  of  "Introduction  of  Bills."  and  at  no  other 
time.  The  motion  shall  give  the  title  of  the  bill,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
bill.    The  bill  shall  thereupon  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Introduction  of  Bills. 

.Toint  and  concurrent  resolutions  and  constitutional  amendments  shall  not  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Introduction  of  Bills,  and  shall  not  require  a  vote  to 
authorize  their  introduction. 

The  committee  shall  examine  bills  referred  to  it  with  particular  reference  to  the 
question  as  to  whether  there  is  already  any  bill  in  either  house  of  the  same  character 
which  might  be  amended  to  effect  the  result  sought,  and  generally  as  to  the  advisa- 
bilitv  of  introducing  the  measure. 

The  committee  shall  report  upon  each  bill  so  referred  to  it  on  the  same  legislative 
day.  The  report  shall  be  made  at  the  conclusion  of  the  consideration  of  the  Senate 
Special  File. 

The  committee  may.  in  its  discretion,  incorporate  more  than  one  bill  in  the  reso- 
lution to  grant  leave"  to  introduce,  incorporating  in  the  resolution  the  title  of  each 
bill  in  full,  and  the  roll  shall  be  called  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  and  no 
resolution  to  introduce  any  such  bill  shall  be  adopted  without  the  consent  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly. 

If  a  division  of  the  question  is  demanded  upon  the  introduction  of  any  particular 
bill,  the  division  shall  be  allowed,  and  the  roll  called  separately  upon  the  bill.  The 
author  of  any  bill  shall  have  not  more  than  ten  minutes  within  which  to  speak  to 
the  question  "of  the  introduction  of  his  bill  and  the  Committee  on  Introduction  of 
Bills  may  have  the  same  time  for  reply. 

Form  for  Printed  .\mcnded  Bills. 

7(!.  All  bills  amended,  either  in  committee  or  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  shall  be 
immediately  reprinted  ;  the  new  matter  added  by  any  amendments  to  be  printed  in 
italics  and  any  matter  proposed  to  be  omitted  by  such  amendments  to  be  included  in 
brackets.  ^ 
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Duties  of  CJiirf  Clerk. 

77.  The  Cliipf  Clork  .shall  have  charge  and  supervision  of  all  the  clorieal  business 
of  the  Assembly.  He  shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  on  him  by  law  and  the  rules 
of  the  Assembly.  He  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  the  clerks  and  assistants  at 
the  desk,  of  all  bill  clerks,  bill  filers,  steuograiihers.  and  of  all  committee  attaches, 
and  all  i)a,s;es,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  perforirlance  of  and  resiular  attend- 
ance upon  their  duties,  and  shall  have  power  to  susi)end  any  such  clerk  or  attach^ 
under  him  for  dereliction  of  duty,  and  shall  report  to  the  Committee  on  Attaches 
such  suspension  and  the  cause  thereof.  Said  suspended  clerk  or  atlachi''  shall  not 
i'i'cei\e  any  pay  durins:  the  time  of  such  suspension.  The  Committee  on  .\1  laches 
shall  have  the  jtower  to  relieve  the  attache  or  clerk  of  his  suspension,  and  shall  have 
the  i)Ower,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  House,  to  remove  any  clerk  or  attache  for 
incompetency  or  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty. 

Iiohhi/iiiff. 

7N.  No  person  engaged  in  pre.senting  to  the  As.sembly  or  its  committees  any 
business,  or  claim,  or  legislation,  shall  be  jxTmitted  to  engage  in  such  business  in 
the  Assembly  Chamber,  or  be  permitted  on  the  floor  of  the  .\ssembly  at  any  time 
while  the  Assembly  is  in  session,  unle.«s  seated  beside  a  member  upon  his  invitation; 
and  any  i)ersi)n  transgressing  this  rule  shall  be  removed  from  the  floor  of  the  A.'-sem- 
bly  and  be  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  the  floor  during  the  remainder  of  the 
entire  session.    The  Sjieaker  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  rule. 

This  rule  can  not  be  suspended  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Assembly.

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REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  wait  upon  the  Governor 
appeared  before  the  bar  of  the  Assembly  and  reported  that  the  Gover- 
nor would,  through  his  secretary,  deliver  a  message  to  the  Assembly. 

governor's  message. 
The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  taken  up  and  read : 

Message  of  Governor  Hiram  W.  Johnson  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
California,  in  Extraordinary  Session,  January  5,  1916. 

E.XEciTivE  Dei'.\btmext.  State  of  C.\I.IF0KX1A. 

To  the  Se)iate  and  Sssemblii: 

T'nder  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  I  have  duly  issued  a  call  for 
an  extraordinarj'  session  of  the  Legislature  and  have  convened  you  for  three  specific 
purijoses  : 

1.  To  amend  the  election  laws  of  the  State  as  specifically  set  forth  in  subdivi- 
sions 1  and  2  of  the  call : 

2.  To  take  such  action  as  you  may  deem  appropriate  in  reference  to  the  San 
Francisco  Normal  School ;  and 

3.  To  pass  such  laws  as  you  deem  essential  in  relation  to  the  San  Diego  Exposition. 

1.    The  Election  Law.s. 

I  take  it  that  you  are  familiar  with  the  condition,  at  once  contradictory  and  con- 
fusing, of  the  election  laws  of  the  Stale,  and  the  necessit.v  for  remedial  legislation. 
At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  lOl.l.  four  laws  relating  to  elections  were 
passed  and  these  four  constituted  a  harmonious  and  complete  system.  Against  two 
of  these  laws  the  referendum  was  invoked,  and  these  two  measures,  popularly  desig- 
nated the  non-partisan  bills,  were,  on  the  2Gth  day  of  October  last,  defeated.  The 
two  measuivs  thus  submitted  to  the  people  l).v  referendum  and  rejected  by  the  people 
were  the  bill  relating  to  primary  elections  and  that  prescribing  the  form  of  ballot  at 
the  final  election.  The  two  bills,  which  were  not  attacked,  and  concerning  which  no 
referendum  was  invoked,  were  the  registration  bill  and  the  presidential  preference 
primar.v  law.  The  question  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  special  election  was  clean 
cut  and  well  defined,  and  that  question  was,  whether  or  not  the  officials  of  the  State 
required  to  be  elected  by  the  voters  should  be  chosen  in  partisan  or  in  non-partisan 
fashion.  All  of  the  persuasive  endeavors  of  both  sides  of  the  controversy  in  the 
special  election  were  directed  solely  to  this  question,  and  on  the  one  side  it  was  argued 
that  our  state  oflicials  should  be  elected  without  regard  to  partisanship,  and  on  the 
other,  the  desirability  of  parties  choosing  candidates  for  state  offices  was  earnestly 
advocated.  The  registration  bill,  under  which  the  elector  is  not  required  to  state  his 
part.v  affiliation,  at  the  time  of  registration,  was  accepted  by  both  sides,  and  acquiesced 
in  by  all  the  people  of  the  State  of  California.  Since  .\ugust  10.  lOl.'i.  it  has  been 
continuously  the  law  of  the  State  and  is  today  the  solemn  enactment  of  both  houses 
of  the  Legislature  and  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  government. 

The  primary  law  of  101.3  continued  in  force  because  of  the  defeat  of  the  law  of 
101.J,  at  the  special  election,  can  not  be  operative  if  the  registration  law  adopted  and 
accepted  by  all  the  people  of  the  State  be  enforced  ;  and  presented  to  us.  therefore,  is 
the  problem,  how  shall  election  of  state  officers  be  made  partisan  and  the  laws  that 
have  been  dul.v  enacted  and  are  in  force  today  be  preserved  as  well?  It  is  obvious 
that  we  can  no  more  rightfully  disregard  one  law  than  another  and  that  officials  are 
bound  to  obey  all  the  laws  of  the  State.  It  is  our  plain  duty,  therefore,  while  recog- 
nizing the  result  of  the  recent  special  election  and  carrying  out  what  those  who  then 
voted  declared  should  be  the  polic.v  of  the  State — the  nomination  and  election  by 
parties  and  in  partisan  fashion  of  candidates  for  state  offices — to  maintain  and  uphold 
a  plain  statute  which  has  neither  been  questioned  nor  challenged,  and  which,  up  to 
this  time,  all  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  have  accepted  and  acquiesced  in. 
Speedily  and  readily  the  result  may  be  attained  by  the  amendment  of  the  primary 
law.  and  by  this  amendment,  candidates  for  state  offices  will  be  nominated  by  political 
parties  and  will  be  elected  wholly  in  partisan  fashion,  and  the  registration  law  will 
be  preserved  intact.  The  time  of  the  declaration  of  party  affiliation  is  simply  changed 
from  the  time  of  registration  to  the  time  of  the  primary.  This  is  neither  a  new  nor  a 
novel  proceedinff.  It  is  the  cour.se  nursued  in  the  majorit.v  of  the  states  having 
primary  laws.  Today,  in  states  like  Massachusetts.  Idaho.  Indiana.  Michigan.  Minne- 
sota. West  Virginia,  Illinois.  Wisconsin.  Arizona,  Colorado.  Kansas.  Missouri. 
Montana,  and  others,  the  voter  declares  his  part.y  affiliation  at  the  time  of  the 
primary  and  surely  it  will  not  he  argued  that  the  election  laws  of  these  states  are 
non-partisan.  I  repeat  that  by  the  amendment  proposed  to  the  primary  law,  -every 
official  required  to  be  elected  in  the  State  will  be  nominated  as  the  candidate  of  a 
political  party  and  will  be  elected  as  a  candidate  of  a  political  party.    If  this  be 
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(lono,  no  man  actiiiK  in  Kood  faith  can  a.sl<  moro.  If  tho  registration  law  were  today 
anioiidcd.  llio  amrndnicnt  could  not  take  effect  until  ninety  (Ia3'.s  after  the  adoption 
of  the  ainendniiMil.  UeRistration  is  to  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and 
to  continue  rlien  for  use  at  the  i)residontial  preference  primary  to  be  held  on  or 
about  May  2d.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  a  registration  law  be  in  effect  now 
and  for  the  period  reiiuired  in  order  tli.Tt  there  may  be  no  more  confusion  hereafter. 
If  any  otlier  reason  were  needed  for  ui)holdiri(;  what  we  have  solemnly  enacted,  and 
what  toilay  is  the  law,  it  is  presented  with  unanswerable  logic  by  the  fact  that  we 
would  but  add  to  the  confusion  now  existiuK  and  leave  the  election  laws  still  uncertain 
and  inoperative,  for  more  than  three  months  by  an  attempted  amendment  of  the 
registration  law. 

In  its  larger  sense,  however,  the  reason  for  the  amendment  of  the  primary  law  is 
that  by  that  amendment  we  do  exactly  what  the  majority  who  voted  at  the  sjiecial 
election,  Octoljer  litilh,  decreed  should  be  done,  and  we  maintain  the  law  duly  enacted 
and  unanimously  acquiesced  in.  There  was  not  a  single  vote  in  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  ("alifornia  at  the  1!)15  session  cast  against  the  registration  law.  nor  was  there 
a  single  vote  cast  in  that  body  against  the  presidential  preference  primary  law,  and 
yet  the  jiresidential  preference  primary  law  then  enacted  with  this  unanimity,  dis- 
tinctly i)rovided  for  the  declaration  of  party  affiliation  at  the  primary  itself  and  at  no 
other  time. 

It  is  worse  than  a  <'onfusion  of  thought  to  say  that  the  will  of  the  peoi)le  was 
expre.s.sed  uiion  registration  at  the  recent  special  election.  This  is  not  so.  The  will 
of  the  iieople  upon  registration  was  expressed  b.v  the  representatives  of  the  i>eople  at 
the  legislative  session  of  !!)]."),  and  thereafter  expressed  by  all  of  the  i)eoi)le  in  the 
failure  of  any  to  attack  the  registration  law,  or  invoke  against  it  the  referendum.  It 
is  nothing  .short  of  misrepresentation  to  assert  that  the  amendment  of  the  primary 
law,  in  llie  manner  suggested,  makes  the  election  system  of  the  State  non-i)artisan. 
The  amendment  suggest(>d  makes  the  election  system  of  this  State  piirlisaii.  It  makes 
a  system  by  which  the  political  iiartirs  of  the  State  will  nominate  caiulidates  for  state 
ofrKi>s.  Those  candidates  will  then  bav(>  their  names  printed  on  the  official  election 
liallot  with  their  jjarly  designation  an<l  will  be  voted  for  as  partisan  candidates.  To 
claim  otherwise,  is  to  demonstrate  either  a  poverty  of  intellect  or  the  wilful  design  of 
misrei)reseutation. 

It  may  be  that  other  lueans  could  be  devised  for  i)arlisan  nominations  and  partisan 
elections  aiul  that  if  time  permitted,  and  no  confusion  would  result,  another  mode 
might  be  presented  to  cure  the  existing  defects.  Hut  whether  other  courses  might  be 
ado))ted,  whether  any  mode  could  be  suggested  that  would  meet  tho  api)roval  of  the 
most  captious,  the  mode;  now  .suggested  does  do  exactly  the  very  thing  desired — ■ 
re(piires  nomination  of  cnndidatcs  by  i)olitical  parties  and  election  of  candidates  as 
candidates  of  i)olitical  parties  in  partisan  fashion. 

2.      S.\N   FUANCI.SCO   NORJIAL  ScUOOI,. 

The  San  Francisco  Normal  School  is  occupying  practically  temporary  (piarters. 
The  buildings  are  unsightly  and  unsafe.  All  of  us  who  are  familiar  with  the  situation 
have  long  known  that  it  was  a  question  of  but  a  brief  period  until  an  appropriation 
of  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  would  be  required  for  reconstruction,  etc. 
Out  of  the  beautiful  Kxposition  that  has  Just  been  concluded  in  San  Francisco  came 
a  suggesticni  for  the  iireservation  of  the  California  Huilding.  and  its  ac()tiisition  by 
the  State  for  the  San  Francisco  Normal  School.  Sentimentally,  tin-  idea  was  ejithu- 
siastically  received  by  all  who  are  familiar  with  the  location;  but  it  was  not  until 
the  trustees  of  the  normal  school,  their  expert  engineer,  and  tho.se  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  the  California  Building  presented  the  financial  economy  of  the  plan,  and 
its  advantages  from  a  business  staiulpoint.  that  I  felt  at  liberty  to  submit  the  question 
to  the  Legislature  for  action. 

'I'he  I'anama-l'acilic  International  Exposition.  d\ie  to  jirudent,  sagacious  and  very 
able  mai\agement  will  realize  a  considerable  sum  for  ultimate  di.stribution  among 
those  who  contributed  its  funds.  Under  the  law  creating  the  California  Commission, 
thanks  to  the  foresight  of  those  who  prepared  the  measure,  it  was  provided  that  the 
State  should  receive  the  State's  proixirtionate  share  of  any  moneys  realized  from 
the  Fxiiasition.  and.  subsequently,  in  conformity  with  the  law,  a  contract  was  made 
by  the  State  Commission  with  the  Directors  of  the  Exiiosition  of  like  character.  It  is 
reiu-esented  to  me  that  a  sura  probably  equalling  a  million  dollars  will  ultimately  be 
realized  from  the  Exposition  and  the  State  will  be  entitled  to  its  proportionate  share 
of  this  sum. 

'I'he  projiosal  in  reference  to  the  normal  school  is  not  to  appropriate  any  money 
from  the  general  fund  at  all  and  the  finan«>s  of  the  State,  therefore,  will  not  be 
strained  by  consummating  the  plan.  It  is  desired  that  the  Normal  School  Trustees 
shall  lie  given  power  to  condemn  (he  land  uiion  which  the  California  Building  stands 
and  land  adjacent  thereto,  to  remodel  the  California  Huilding  in  accordance  with  the 
reports  and  estimates  of  the  experts,  to  receive,  if  necessary,  appropriate  lands  in 
exchange  for  fimds  due  to  the  State  from  the  Exposition,  to  change  the  site  of  the 
normal  school  from  its  jiresent  location  to  the  California  Building  of  the  Exposition, 
and  to  dispose  of  the  ])resent  site.  The  estimates  submitted  to  me  by  the  Normal 
School  Trustees  and  their  engineer  for  the  modification  of  the  California  Building  and 
its  construction  into  a  most  beautiful  state  institution  aggregate  .^195,000,  and  the 
(5— .\21472 
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pureliase  price  of  the  real  estate,  it  is  asserted,  ought  not  to  exceed  .$100,000.  The 
condemnation  proceedings  must  be  commenced  at  once,  and  it  is  necessary  therefore 
that  the  requisite  authorit.v  be  immediatel.v  given.  The  appropriation  asked  in  the 
bill  submitted  is  wholl.v  from  mone.vs  which  shall  be  returned  from  the  Kxposition  to 
the  State,  and  I  reiterate  that  the  general  finances  of  the  Stale  are  not  touched  at  all. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  difficulties  and  obstacles  which  may  preclude  us  from 
successfully  carrying  out  the  projwsed  design  :  but.  in  order  that  we  may  endeavor 
thus  to  consummate  a  plan  at  once  appealing  to  our  sentiment  and  business  judgment, 
the  powers  asked  must  be  accorded  by  the  Legislature. 

.3.    San  Diego  Expo.sition. 

Californians  may  be  very  proud  of  the  great  International  Kxposilion  which  has 
just  been  concluded  at  San  Francisco.  It  marked  an  epoch  in  World's  Kxpasitions, 
and  its  marvels  and  its  beauty  were  worthy  of  our  Slate.  The  State  dealt  generously 
with  the  Exposition  but  the  Exposition  itself  has  more  than  justified  the  State's 
generosity.  During  the  year  10L")  Palifornia  has  had  not  only  its  great  International 
Expasition  at  San  Francisco  hut  the  remarkably  beautiful  Exposition  at  San  Diego. 
I  can  not  too  highly  commend  the  energy  and  the  pluck  of  the  city  of  San  Diego  in 
maintaining,  as  it  has.  an  Exposition  creditable  and  beneficial  alike  to  that  locality 
and  to  the  State  of  California. 

The  San  Diego  Exposition  will  continue  during  the  year  1916.  In  order  that  it 
may  continue  it  asks  the  i)assage  of  the  enabling  act  relating  to  Balboa  Park,  and  it 
raa.T  be  assumed  that  ver.v  readily  this  will  he  done. 

In  addition,  a  small  measure  of  aid  is  asked  now  from  the  State;  and  from  the 
same  source  as  our  funds  for  the  San  Francisco  Normal  School  are  obtained.  I  should 
very  heartily  favor  an  appropriation  of  this  sort  for  the  San  Diego  Exposition. 

The  subjects  to  which  I  have  referred  in  this  message  are  the  only  subjects  that 
are  before  this  extraordinary  session  of  the  I>egislature.  Purposely  and  designedly 
have  I  restricted  the  call  within  the  narrowest  possible  limits.  I  say  to  .vou  very 
frankly  that  I  have  endeavored  by  the  statement  of  the  matter  in  relation  to  the 
election  laws  to  restrict  you  to  the  amendment  of  the  primary  law.  I  have  done  this 
afier  the  most  careful  thought  and  consultation  with  those  most  farniliar  with  the 
election  machinery  of  the  Slate,  and  because  this  amendment  immediately  dispels  a 
confusion  now  existing,  requires  nominations  of  candidates  for  Stale  offices  by 
political  parties  and  makes  elections  partisan  in  character,  while  not  disturbing  other 
laws  in  force.  If  we  meet  upon  a  common  ground  to  make  nominations  and  elections 
in  the  State  partisan  and  to  perform  our  sworn  duty  to  uphold  the  laws  as  they  exist, 
there  can  be  occasion  neither  for  bitter  controversy  nor  long  delay.  The  result,  if  the 
design  be  to  make  our  elections  partisan,  may  be  attained  in  one  brief  d.-iy.  I'pon 
important  subjects  oflen  in  one  day  you  have  finally  acted.  Upon  this  subject,  if  all 
that  is  desireil  is  desired  is  partisanship  in  our  State  elections  and  in  our  State 
nominations,  we  may  act  with  celerity  and  the  means  are  at  hand.  I  would  not.  of 
course,  suggest  undue  haste  and  would  ask  careful  scrutiny  and  consideration  of  your 
legislation,  but  once  it  is  clear  that  the  object  is  attained  by  the  amendment  suggested, 
necessity  no  longer  exists  for  a  continuance  of  the  session.

QUESTION  OF  PERSONAL  I'RIVII-EGE. 

Mr.  Johnson  rose  to  a  question  of  personal  jirivilege  and  addressed 
the  Assembly  as  follows : 

lUr.  Siirakrr  and  Octillctnrii  of  the  Assembly: 

Dui-iiis  till'  Iwo  ti'i-ms  lliiit  I  have  bcon  ii  memlxM-  of  lliis  .Kssombiy  I  liavi>  lu-vcr 
found  oernsion,  bocansp  of  an.v  srievnnop  or  injiistico  that  ma.v  have  boon  done  me 
by  any  individual  or  by  the  press  of  this  State,  to  ri.se  and  speak  to  a  question  of 
personal  iii'ivilese. 

I  find,  however,  that  booause  of  the  rumors  and  sURffostious  of  (■omproniise  on  the 
bill  which  is  now  before  this  Assembly,  wliich  rumors  and  suscostions  of  compro- 
mise Hrst  appeared  openly  in  the  Elections  Committee  meeting  yesterday  and  also 
about  the  Capitol,  that  there  is  some  necessity  in  the  minds  of  my  friends  who  have 
alisned  themselves  on  either  side  of  this  proposition,  to  speak  to  a  question  of 
personal  privilege  and  explain,  .so  far  as  I  know,  from  whence  came  those  susees- 
tions  of  a  comiiromise.  and  in  addressing  myself  to  you  this  morning  I  do  not  wish 
it  understood  that  1  do  so  because  of  any  injustice  or  supposed  injustice  that  I 
consider  has  been  done  me.  but  rather  because  there  appears  to  have  been  an 
injustice,  and  there  is  a  misaiipreliensiou  in  the  minds  of  my  friends  on  both  sides 
of  this  questiini  regarding  the  matter. 

To  make  the  matter  clear  to  you  I  wish  to  state  at  this  time  that,  so  far  as  I 
know,  the  suggestion  of  what  has  been  termed  a  compromise  on  the  bill  at  present 
befoi'e  us  came  solely  and  eutirel.v  from  me  and  from  no  other  person,  either  a 
member  of  this  Assembly  or  an  official  or  individual  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
state  administration.  I  wish  to  go  even  further  and  say  that  before  this  extraor- 
dinary session  was  convened  I  jihiced  before  the  autlior  of  this  bill  and  the  Governor 
of  this  Stale,  specifically  and  particularly,  the  very  proposition  which  has  been 
termed  a  comiiromise,  and  such  suggestion  was  by  them,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to 
use  the  term,  turned  down.  I  still  hoped,  nevertheless,  and  still  believed  that  such 
a  coni]iroinise  was  the  proper  and  orderly  and  legal  thing  to  do.  I  wish  to  assure 
you  that  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  assuming  the  entire  responsibility  for  any  suggested 
compromise  that  may  have  been  made,  for  I  am  not  ashamed  of  such  action.  How- 
ever, when  the  Elections  Committee  was.  yesterday  evening,  advised  by  the  Attorney 
General  that  any  legishition,  in  the  nature  of  what  I  had  suggested  as  a  compromise, 
if  passed  at  this  extraordinary  session,  would  be  unconstitutional  and  void  and 
invalidate  any  and  all  law  along  this  line  which  might  be  enacted  at  this  session,  I 
meekly  bowed  to  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Genera!  of  this  State. 

In  my  mind  the  fact  that  I  may  believe  the  Attorney  General  to  be  mistaken  in 
his  interpretation  of  our  rights  does  not  alter  the  situation.  The  Attorney  General 
is  the  ofiieial  guide  and  legal  adviser  of  this  Assembly.  We  expect  him  to  sustain 
in  the  courts  the  laws  which  we  enact.  I  therefore  consider  that  we  owe  him  and 
his  o))inion  some  degree  of  respect,  that  we  should  not  enact  a  law  which  he  has 
specifically  advised  would  not  be  constitutional  and  that  it  would  be  highly  improper 
for  us  to  pass  and  attempt  to  create  a  law  when  the  Attorney  General  has  further- 
more advised  that  such  an  enactment  at  this  time  would  invalidate  and  make  void 
the  rest  of  the  legislation  which  we  pass  on  this  subject.

My  opinion  is  that  we  should  at  this  extraordinary  session  enact  some  legislation 
as  far  as  we  can  do  so  legally  to  correct  the  confusion  into  which  our  election  laws 
have  been  plunged. 

However,  without  continuing  further  along  this  line,  my  only  purpose  at  the 
present  time  is  to  make  it  clear  to  every  one  who  may  have  been"  concerned  in  the 
suggestion  of  a  so-called  compromise  that,  so  far  as"  I  know,  no  such  suggestion 
came  from  any  person,  either  a  member  of  this  body  or  otherwise,  except  mvself.

Therefore  I  vote 
for  this  bill,  believing  that  it  is  all  that  can  be  done  at  this  session  and  in  the  belief 
that  the  registration  laws  should  be  more  satisfactorily  amended  at  the  regular 
session  of  1917,
